ly less power of resistance either 
to the habit or the many ills that 
may follcw. 

A cure for any sort of chronic 
intemperance, a weakness by no 
means confined to cr:igs or liquor, 
is feasible and possible only when 
the addict himself is willing. Ne 
sort of medical advice or treat- 
ment at hore -an go far wiless 
himself wuls so to do.
